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The  fossil-fuels  of  the  earth  are  being  consumed  at  an 
enormous  rate  in  our  power  demanding,  affluent  society.     To  date 
these  fuels  supply  most  of  man's  needs  for  pcx-ier  and  heat.     The 
problem  is  that  rising  costs,   increasing  demands  accompanied  with 
declining  reserves  and  unpredictable  supply  from  external  sources 
threaten  the  future  of  conventional  heating  methods.     A  further 
problem  is  that  in  the  lower  income  areas  of  our  cities,  the  poor 
are  limited  to  the  use  of  the  cheaper  fossil-fuels  which  are  the 
source  of  some  harmful  irritants  found  in  the  atmosphere.    IJith 
environmentalists  increasing  pressure  to  prevent  the  use  of  materials 
x^hich  contribute  to  pollution  in  the  atmosphere  substitute  heating 
methods  must  be  found. 

A  crucial  factor  is  that  at  least  one-fourth  of  our  fossil-fuels 
are  consumed  in  space -heating.     Already  there  have  been  attempts 
to  produce  solar  houses  to  abate  the  problem.      The  problem  is, 
hoijever,  that  the  cost  factor  is  still  too  high  to  put  them  into 
practical  use.     It  is  time,  therefore,  to  search  for  alternatives 
to  alleviate  the  situation. 

Plans  for  some  early  cities  reveal  intentional  efforts  to  achieve 
optimal  conditions  for  heating  and  cooling  buildings  by  the  direct 
use  of  the  sun.     Today  several  foreign  cities  utilize  the  principles 
of  interaction  between  geographic  position  and  meteorological 
phenomena  to  achieve  the  same.     A  second  benefit  is  in  decreased 
demand  for  the  lighting  of  buildings . 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  X'Xas  an  attempt  to  plan 
streets  and  orientate  buildings  to  obtain  heat  DIRECTLY  from  the  sun 
in  this  country.     This  occurred  during  World  Uar  II  during  a  shortage 
of  fuel.     The  test  area  xma  Aluminum  City  Terrace,  Pennsylvania  -  a 
suburb  of  Pittsburgh.     At  first  residents  of  the  area  objected  to  the 
design  because  it  was  a  radical  one  for  a  housing  project.     It  was 
discovered,  nevertheless,  that  the  design  did  indeed  loxjer  the  cost 
and  demand  for  fuel. 

The  purpose  of  this  bibliography  is,  then,  to  call  attention  to 
literature  -  past  and  present  -  which  deals  xjith  the  potential  of 
utilizing  direct  solar  heat  in  planning  our  cities  and  in  redevelop- 
ing older,   Ict-rer -income  urban  areas.     It  is  hoped  that  the 
literature  compiled  and  presented  here  will  be  of  interest  to 
researchers,  economists,  futurists,  politicians,  students,  etc.,  as 
well  as  to  planners  and  environmentalists . 
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
